I agree with Ron. A lot of us use Juno for email, and if we want full web 
access we connect to a ISP and use whatever browser we prefer. But that 
takes more time, and historically Juno has been more reliable than 
several ISP's I've had. Some of you may disagree with that, but that has 
been my experience to date. 


Juno is nice because is it free, and takes only a few seconds to download 
all of your mail and then it disconnects, allowing the next person access 
without tying up a port like you do when you attach to the web thru an 
ISP. And you can get phone calls as soon as Juno disconnects since the 
phone line is not tied up. It's quick, cheap , and easy. And if you 
change ISP's as often as some of us do, you don't have to constantly keep 
revising your email address, since it stays constant with Juno. 


I prefer to read my mail while off-line, and compose messages / replies 
off-line so as to not impact others who really are using the web for web 
stuff - not just email. 


For a free product, Juno is written remarkably well and even my computer 
illiterate mom can use it. Plus, it doesn't take 6 or 7 disks to load 
like NetScrape, Internet Destroyer, etc. ;-) 


As for the mime, html, and all the rest - I just hit delete. I dump all 
of those messages into the same bit bucket (or >/dev/null for you unix 
afficianados) as those that have file attachments, for which many have 
been flamed on this list for doing. If you have something of a graphical 
nature, say so. Then if anyone wants it, they can request it privately, 
or go to the web page or home page to get it. This has been fairly 
standard practice for some time on this and other reflectors, so read the 
FAQ and follow it. Chuck, correct me if I'm wrong. ;-) 


It is just plain bad nettiquette to send attachments and graphics to the 
entire list. 

Now, let's get back to real QRP-L topics and let this thread die the 
death it deserves. Good luck to everyone in the FYBO, and let's maintain 
the sanity on this list so everyone can enjoy it - whether they use text 
mailers or whatever.

To help with your parasitic problems, you might find the following useful. 
At low power, I have an in-line 3 dB pad (attenuator) that looks like 50 
ohms in both directions. You can make one using 3 resistors in a PI 
configuration. Put the pad between the rig and the tuner, do the tuning, 
then take the pad out. All you're trying to do is provide a resistive load 


to the rig near 50 ohms so you don't need to be too critical. 


Zin R2 Z out 


The K factor for 1 dB is 1.1220 

The K factor for 3 dB is 1.4125 

Zin = Zout = 50 Ohms 

The equation to calculate the resistors is: 

R1 = Z times the quantity K+1 divided by K - 1 


R2 = the quantity Z divided by 2 times the quantity K squared minus 1, 
divided by K. 


You will get non-standard values for resistance but you can fudge a little 
as precision is not required. The results will be similar to using a 
resistive bridge.

ALC jack on the back of the TS-50s. Applying negative voltage is =

I've been using the ALC-jack/QRP option for years. It was written up about 
6-8 years ago in QST on a Kenwood ad, and subsequently was written up in QQ 
by Mike C., WA8MCQ. IT WORKS! !!!! 


I'm running an Icomn IC-725 and using a 1.5V AA battery connected thru a 
pot (10K if I remember correctly). It takes approx negative 1.2V to get 
the rig to 5W and it is continuously variable down to milliwatt range 


(which I cannot accurately measure). When I unplug, the rig is adjustable 
with the front panel control from about 10W to about 100W. 


If you don't unplug (or put a switch in series with) the ALC/Battery 
circuit when the rig is turned off, it'll discharge the battery.

Geez, what a day. I hadn't tested my 40m loop until yesterday to see if it 
was still working correctly. It was resonant somewhere around 51MHz. My 80m 
dipole was still half in a snow bank, and let's not discuss the vertical. A 
couple of months ago, I spent a lot of time cleaning up hash from the 
computer monitor that was around 14.063 and 21.063. I had it so it was 
barely audible. Now it's louder than before. 

My first almost FYBO qso was with KL7JAF, but the monitor hash made that a 
struggle. I never did get Bruce's temp or power and he never got my 
exchange. He was stronger on the 80m dipole, but he couldn't hear me. I 
switched to 40m and began getting 339 reports from stations that I'd always 
gotten at least a 579 from, oops, still on the dipole. Change over to the 
loop, that's more better but still not getting the type of signal reports 
I've been used to with that antenna. So now with the equipment problems 


more or less taken care of the only problem was with the operator. I 
struggled with almost every contact, if the other station wasn't 599 then I 
had a problem copying it. One of the first stations I worked was sending 
around 2Qwpm, and I asked him to QRS. He slowed down to about 15 wom I 
still had problems copying. I just never seemed to get into the flow of the 
contest. I had a grand total of 52 QSO's for FYBO, which betters my score 
from last year. And because of my mental attitude, the fun quotient just 
wasn't there either. 

I also tried the NA Sprint for the first time. I can see why people find 
it so much fun. It's a fast and furious pace, including the CW. I spent 
about an hour just listening and trying to figure it out. I made 4 QSO's in 
about an hour of actual trying to contact people time, about 2 hours of 
total on time. Did anyone else notice that there was no RTTY or SSB between 
7.030 and 7.050 while the Hi Power Sprinters were there? That sure made 40m 
a pleasure during that time period.

house, which was convenient because I had to walk the 
dogs every six hours or so. 


SO ANYway, two masts went up. One held the G5RV, 
and the other held a 66' "director."

I had never been completely satisfied with the models used to obtain 
anticipated results from the HB9CV design of a phased 2-element horizontal 
array. since the original posting, I have developed some further tests of 
model adequacy, including relevant cross checks between NEC and MININEC, 
among other things. 


The results has been some downward revision of the figures one may expect 
from an HB9CV design with reasonable F-B. These figures exceed what is 
possible from a parasitical 2-element beam, but fail to seriously 
challenge the 7 dBi free space mark. I also have an electronic dust bin 
filled with more optimistic models that failed various modeling tests. 


Only the HB9CV section of the overall HB9CV note is affected. I am 
working on a simple way to convert almost any 2-element Yagi into a 
modified ZL/HB configuration for additional F-B with just a couple of 
hunks of coax and a £1ixed capacitor. 


More on that later. I hope the revised HB9CV notes present a more 
accurate picture of a basically good antenna.

1) Yes, we can download ANY type of mail that comes through. I hate to 
tell you folks this, but MIME was invented for and by UNIX programmers, 


not Windows. Furthermore, I receive mail with attachments all the time. 
I can always load up the LYNX web browser to access a web site or, if 
necessary (rarely), Netscape 4.04 for Linux. 


2) UNIX mailers don't support fancy schmancy text formatting and/or HTML 
not because they're primitive, but because absolutely NOBODY wants it. I 
leave it as an exercise for the reader to determine why. 


3) UNIX mailers define the Internet mail standard, and will continue to do 
so for the forseeable(sp?) future. If you don't like this, switch to AOL, 
Compuserve, or Prodigy. Their services provide gateways so non-UNIX 
compatible mail formats can be used over the Internet. There are even 
local BBS systems that support mailer formats that are ORDERS of magnitude 
better than MIME, such as QWK and BlueWave (my favorite!), that provide 
excellent mail and news gateways. 


I don't consider this message as a flame piece, so I hope you folks on the 
list does not either. However, I feel that, in this case, users of UNIX 
are being unfairly represented in the Windows Vs. Unix argument. 


And as far as the "humor" content is concerned, I fail to see any of it. 
I'm not getting upset either. But I encourage that you "watch what you 
say,' Since there is always the chance you could inadvertently start a 
flame-war about who's OS is better. Remember the USPS fiasco? 


(Speaking of the USPS, I found out that they DID in fact deliver my 
membership check to the ARRL, and it WAS cashed. But ARRL insists they 
didn't receive it. Thus, I am having my bank send me a copy of the 
cancelled check, so that I may fax it off to the ARRL. Hehehe... the $#!+ 
will definately hit the fan now...) 


This matter is best discussed via e-mail, since it's grossly off-topic on 
this list. This will be my last posting on the subject. 


TEXT BELOW THIS LINE IS NOT FLAME BAIT. IT IS INFORMATIONAL ONLY. 


I am currently using Linux 2.0.29 on my computer. I installed Linux on my 
computer about two years ago (my first installation used 1.3.18, since 
that's all I had at the time). Since that time, I have NEVER had a single 
need to switch back into Windows. So, when installing 2.0.29, I 
repartitioned my harddrive completely: 256MB partition for OpenDOS and 
GEOS, and the rest of my 2GB drive to Linux. I only have 16MB of memory, 
and I do not use a swap file unless I run X Windows (X11R6). 


I run absolutely no Microsoft software, as I've had nothing but "bad luck" 
of the worst order when doing so. Other people have much better luck than 
I, and more power to them (Microsoft Word 95 is an excellent product -- 
use it all the time at work. But I could never get it to run on my 


computer when I had Windows... :( ). Use the right tool for the right 
job... :) 


OBLIGATORY QRP: 


My next project with this computer is to interface it directly via AX.25 
"frame relay" using a homebrew 160kHz-180kHz link directly to work (that 
is, actually putting it *xON*x the LAN at work directly, and assigning 
myself a dedicated IP). The development server there is also running 
Linux. I'm not using the parallel port for anything right now, so that'd 
be a perfect I/O interface for this application. This is for my 
experimentation only, and has nothing to do with the desires of 
AxisInternet. It is, however, my attempt to make a radio modem that can 
handle roughly 8192 baud (1 bit per symbol for now; more planned for 
later) for 2m. 


The plan is to use the 160-180kHz region temporarily, just to get 
everything working correctly (especially since my oscilloscope is only 
60MHz unit). After that, I'd use the 160kHz-180kHz "RF" signal as an IF 
for a final mixer and RF amplifier stage. The whole unit would be run at 
most at 5W. I don't need anything more than that, I think. I heard that 
BPSK has excellent signal processing gain (6dB if I'm not mistaken). 


IDing would be handled as 13wpm or 20wpm morse code. The ID string for 
node © (the destination node) would be as follows: "KC5TJA/6 HB MODEM 
BPSK NODE 0 8192BD 8192BPS AX.25". My home unit (node 1) would be 
virtually identical. That should give the FCC enough information so that 
they can determine what I'm doing, and thus, not nab me on using "cyphers" 
on the air. Expected bandwidth would be roughly 20kHz, which is the 
maximum bandwidth per "channel" according to my FCC Rulebook.

Saves 
the contest people from having to do it and it also lets you 
check to be sure it gets keyed in right!!

I've been messing about with wideband feedback amplifiers, and thought 

I'd try the 2N2222 in this type of circuit. A schematic for a wideband 

amplifier using the 2N2222 was published some years ago, but the 2N2222 
ran extremely hot when I tried it, so I've designed my own: 
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All Cs are 100n ceramic. The transformer (broadband transmission-line 
type) is eight bifilar turns (3-4 twists per cm) on a balun core. The 
2N2222 is taking about 20 mA so it will get a bit warm. I actually used 
a 2N2222A. 


Input and output impedances are about 50 ohms. Gain is about 10 dB and 
the bandwidth is roughly 200 kHz to 50 MHz. The noise factor will be 
rather high so I wouldn't use it in the front end of a radio (similar 
circuits using low-noise devices like the 2N5179 are OK). It's ideal 
for, say, getting the +7 dBm signal needed for a diode mixer, froma 
low-power oscillator and buffer amplifier. 


I've also been experimenting with a "noiseless" feedback amplifier. I'll 
post the details when I get it working properly.

AC6KW FYBO '98 REPORT 


The past week was spent trying to charge up a couple of deep cycle 
batteries for our field ops for FYBO '98. The combination of rain, gale 
force winds, mudslides, and power outages proved this to be a difficult 
proposition. The charger was off and on all week to get both batteries 
charged. 


The original plan was to head for Fremont Peak, a 3000ft peak about 50 
miles from home. We, Ron K6EXT and I, had worked the CA QSO party from 
there and felt it would be a great site for FYBO and some winter 
camping. As the week progressed and the roads were closed one by one, 
we realized this would not be possible. A quick call to the local state 
campground found that all campgrounds in the area had sustained 
extensive damage and were closed. The ranger wanted my phone number to 
report me to the local mental institution just for asking. 


Not to give up easily, we decided that since I live in a rural area with 
lots of trees, we could camp out here and do field ops from the yard.

He 
wasn't in the contest, but was QRP and willing to give me the info for 
the contact (although his temp was a guess). Well that was it, a first 
QSO calls for a celebration doesn't it? Ron fired up his cigar and in 
keeping in line with the contest theme we tried to get cold by breaking 
opened a couple of ICE COLD beers. 


Back on the air, I continued to work stations on both 20, and 40 meters, 
until about 24:00, when the NA Sprint stations took over and I could no 
longer hear any FYBO stations. I am convinced that QRP works, but 

QRPp? Ron, KU7Y, had a great signal here from NV with only 200mW. The 
most amazing contact was Tony, AAOSM, with 900mW. His signal was as 
loud as any 100W signal all the way from MN. The contest was fun as I 
worked people I knew. It was fun to reply to callers with "GM John UR 
559 .." Also, not as serious a contest as some there were even a few Hi 
Hi's thrown in. 


My XYL arrived home about 02:00, pizza in hand. If you guys thought you 
were risking life and limb facing the cold, wet, ice, and wind, try 
facing your family after smoking cigars in the house all day!

I've missed out on a number of daily digests in the last several weeks, 
so don't know if this topic has surfaced here. If it has, please let me 
know, and if it hasn't, I'll bring it up! Some folks have had private 
discussions on this, and Ed Hare of ARRL promised me a reply a few weeks 
ago but nothing received yet. Guess they want to chew on this one for a 
while before saying anything officially. 


BTW, this is all very tentative thus far, but it was mentioned in the 
last issue of QST, near the end of the report on WRC97, a couple of 
paragraphs. The bottom line is that spectral purity standards will be 
ratcheted upward by a good deal in the future. The effect will be 
significant at QRP levels, much higher than the 30 dB we currently have 
to live with. No reason to panic yet, or at all, since the new standards 
are achievable....though designers of superhet QRP rigs may need to put 
a lot more work into them to keep the mixing products waaaaay down :-)

Hello All, 


my 20 meter module has begun acting up. Sometimes when I insert the module 


the 
actual transmit / receive freq jumps up about 47 Khz yet the KC2 reads the 
original value. 


For example, the module is in place and the KC2 reads 050.0 which is verified 
on another receiver. If the module is pulled out and then re-inserted the 
transmit freq jumps up to about 14.097 as verified on another receiver yet the 
KC2 still reads 050.0. 


This only occurs with the 20 meter module and when it does occur the freq 
jump 
is always about 47Khz. The jump is very hard to produce with the blue plastic 
cover removed from the module but occurs quickly once it is screwed back on. 
I've looked for cold solder joints around the crystal and C70, even resoldered 
them to make sure. 


Of course this was discovered when I couldn't figure out why no one was on 20 
meters but the digital guys during FYBO. 


Any Ideas? Is it possible that the crystal is going bad?

A quick look at the logs shows; 82 QSOs, 30 SPCs, and 13 contacts with AZ 
ops. With a X 2 multiplier for Battery Power, and a X 2 mult for a lowest 
operating temperature of 61 F; 


82 X 30 X 2 X 2 = 10,040 points 


Not great, but better than last year's 44 QSOs, but without the low T and 
field multipliers I got last year. The logs are coming; I promise Joe. 


I was still recovering from the flu so I stayed home instead of going to 
the field. I have a battery I operate the TS850AT with so I have the 
alternative power multiplier. The Shack is in a section of the house with 
a separate thermostat so I left it off overnite and the T started at 61 F 
so I got a X2 temperature multiplier for that. I started at 1600 Z and 
went to 0000Z. Then I did the NA sprint, being a member of one of the QRP 
teams (I am still not sure how that happened). In my opinion, the NA 
sprint is the ham radio equivalent of Pamplona's running of the bulls, 
and certainly no place for a sane person operating QRP at 20 WPM, but 
that is a story for another time. 


Breakdown by Band; 


40 M 38 
20 M 32 
15 M 12 
10 M 00 


I am somewhat surprised by this breakdown, since I usually like to 
operate the highest band open. 


15 M was open from here to the east coast nearly the whole time I 
operated, and I spent a lot of time calling CQ up there, but I could not 
get much activity going. AA1IK had a beautiful signal here, but got few 
replies that I could hear. It is a shame to hear a NH station going 
begging for contacts with a gorgeous signal and no QRM! And he did tell 
us he would be there. W1VT also had a nice signal on 15 M, and it sounded 
like he wasn't getting many replies either. He didn't stay around long 
though and after hearing him run stations on 20 M I am not surprised. 
Given the sunspot count, I would guess that there would have been nice 
openings from the west coast to all of the east coast on 15 M, but I 
didn't hear much, if any activity of that sort. I think that people are 
missing a good QSO/SPC producing band by not operating 15 M. If you don't 
have a QRP rig, use a regular rig with the power turned down. No DigiQRM 
either. 


In one of the more hilarious (ironic) moments of the contest, W3PP 
responded to my "CQ test" on 21.060. He was in Delaware, another rare 
SPC, and was participating in the Delaware QSO party. We exchanged 
appropriate information for each other's contest. His power exchange was 
One kW!! After the QSO, he gracefully moved off my frequency up to 
21.060.5 and started calling CQ Test! His S9 + 30 db signal made QRP 


work difficult, none the less, he was a rare SPC going begging for 
contacts. With his 30 db over 9 signal a 1 W QRP signal would have been 
S9 here if they had been on. 


I checked 10 M on and off, and called CQ several times on 28.060. I 
didn't hear anything, although late in the afternoon I did hear a two CW 
stations from South America further down the band. No FYBO activity 
though. 


I checked 14.285 for any QRP SSB activity, but heard none. 


I suppose the large number of 40 M contacts was a result of my conscious 
effort to work as many of the AZ bunch as possible, which I did at 13, 
including all of the NM visiting Professors, WA5WHN, W5BI, NA5N, and 
K50I; all stroke 7. I got Tim with about 10 minutes left. The band went 
long about 2330 and I worked AA1IK in NH again among others! I had to 
convince him that dupes were OK in different bands. The table was turned 
as the very next QSO was with somebody I had on my dupe sheet on 40M, so 
I told him B4, but he told me it was OK. I need to dupe the logs again, I 
have trouble keeping up dupe sheets anyway, but with one for each band it 
is a major chore for me. Next year-computer logging. 


Among notable contacts were the two QRP club stations, NQ7RP and NQORP; 
and WORSP in SD. I wasn't the only NM station on, Tom, WB5QYT, was on and 
had a nice signal here. Why is this significant? Well Tom and I were only 
about 10 miles apart, but there is a 10,000 foot mountain range between, 
and 5 miles of granite and limestone between us. NVIS works. 


I had a great time, and probably feel better today as a result of not 
going to the field. I still want to try that site for a field operation, 
it looks like it should be a winner. 


Oh yeah, the antenna is my 30 M delta loop at 35 Ft fed with ladder line 
for multiband use. The QTH is at about 7000 ft asl with clear horizons 
from the N to the SW. 


See you next year. With the solar activity on the rise, 15M will be very 
important. Get set for it now. - Duffey KK6MC/5

It's 12 o'clock, High Noon. The streets are clear save for the hardy few 
braving the cold. All except me that is, I'm still on the bench doing final 
assembly and adjustments on the TenTec 1320. The rig uses RCA jacks for 
power and keying and I don't have those. What I do have is clip leads. 
Lots of them, everywhere! For some reason all I could get was about 10 
milliwatts. Spent 20 minutes adjusting toroid coil spacing, inductor cans, 
even reading the manual to no avail. Anyway the reciever was great! I 
could hear everyone all at once, great dynamic range and audio. More on 
that later. While changing back to the dummy load fron the antenna I see 
it. The little knob on my WM-1 is on the reverse setting. A twist of the 
wrist gives me THREE WATTS and I'm on my way. Those know me here know that 
I'm whats called, in polite circles, a "casual" operater. Translated that 
means that I can't copy cw if I can hear more than one signal at a time. 
With the tenTec you can hear all of the signals, small and large, in it's 
generous pass band at the same time. Great for a good Op. but a little 
tough for me. Any way here's a huge TNX to Dan, N4ROK for giving me my 
first FYBO '98 contact and the first FYBO 20M Rig contact! TNX also to the 
Scorpians for the rig and another great FYBO!
